Soviet Troops Pouring Through 


Gap Torn Between Bryansk And Smolensk 


HUNS MAY FALL BACK 
TO NEW DEFENCE LINE

Moscow, Saturday. 
HE Red Army has broken into the outskirts of Kharkov and is 
fighting in the streets of its northern approaches. The fall of 
Karachev, last major outpost 25 miles east of Bryansk, is 
imminent. 


A ring of fires from hundreds of captured villages today marks the 
progress of the Red Army forces swiftly closing in upon this tough 
strongpoint of German resistance. 


In Bryansk, threatened also from the north and south, large numbers of 
German troops are facing a threat of encirclement. 


North-west of Bryansk, in the area on either side of Spas Demyansk, the 
Red Army has made its third major breakthrough within a month. 


Soviet infantry and tanks, with dive bombers in support, are pouring 
through a 25-miles gap torn in the German defences on this new battlefront, 
and are driving a wedge midway between Bryansk and the great fortress of 
Smolenek once Hitler’s headquarters for the assault on Moscow.

Guard) Regulations, 1943, and 
the Orders Made Thereunder,” 
the Press has already done its 


best to explain to the public just 
what Mr. Morrison and his 
zealous assistant, Miss Ellen 
Wilkinson, are driving at. 

Roughly speaking, these arbiters 
of our war-time leisure hours have 
decided that no woman shall be 
employed after September 20 as a 
fire guard on business premises 
while there are any men available 
to do the job; also that no woman 
shall be expected to serve in 
dangerous or rat-infested or highly 
uncomfortable areas 

This is belated common-sense 
Few people, apart from little Ellen 
and some other enthusiasts, were 
ever in favour of making women 
do fire guard duty while men were 
in sufficient supply, and I suppose 
it is for this reason that the new 
regulations have been given a 
fairly good reception. 

They increase, with equally good 
sense, the obligations laid upon 
men to make themselves efficient 
and to do proper training, and 
they have other provisions to 
which no objection can reasonably 
be taken. y% 


HE extraordinary fact re-

regulations have taken 
two years and nine months to 
produce, and that, even now, 
seventy pages of closely printed 
“explanatory memorandum ” are 
required for the guidance of the 
officials and the guards who will 
have to carry them out!
